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Despite India’s independence from British occupation in 1947 and the 
subsequent efforts by various Hindu movements to create a State which Hindus 
can call their own and in which they can be free from fear, persecution and 
oppression, a Hindu State remains as elusive as ever. 

This being so, in Kali Yuga 5108, a group of devout and patriotic Hindus 
resolved to unite under the inspiration of Swami Jayendra Saraswati of 
Kanchipuram, Swami Satyananda Saraswati of Shri Rama Dasa Mission, 
Thiruvananthapuram and other eminent Hindu leaders, and formed 
a Temporary Executive Board with the aim of establishing the Supreme 
Council for the Hindu Revolution. 

The Supreme Council for the Hindu Revolution is an organisation of Hindu 
leaders who are united in their determined desire to liberate India from the 
clutches of anti-Hindu and anti-Indian powers, and enable all Indians to regain 
the freedom and sovereignty which are their birthright. 

Organisation 

The Supreme Council for the Hindu Revolution consists of a General 
Assembly of sixty members which elects the Central Committee of the 
Council. The Central Committee consists of eight members of which five are 
Hindu and one each from the Sikh, Buddhist and Jain Communities.
